The Aot of A 'Boy of Seventeen.

Some tinio Binco a scandal was mado 
i:)ublic by the coiuincuceimuiL of ii suit 
iigaiuat W. W. Jilz in tho Circuit 
Court bj' a young girl named Mary L. 
Shane, living at 523 llontiose avooue. 
Tho suaudal culiiiin:i.lud in :i friybtful 
traj^edy yesUuiLiy uionjinj,^ whuii 
Snuuuy Sliune, a ui'Lilbui of Ihu youii^' 
lady uamod, went to tho rot^idunco of 
Jilz, 2,822 Piuo btieot, called liiui out 
Of bed, and shot biui through the body, 
being himself shot four times in the 
Ktruggle, ond instantly ikillod. 

'J"he story embracos circiumstances 
at aiico touching and ropuLsive in tho 
extreme. Jilz is a d''aler in well au- 
gers', etc. , doing business at 21o South 
' Pifth street. Some time last June ho 
advertised for a girl to do office writ- 
ing. Tiio au.crLisoiueut was answer- 
ed by IMiss Sliauo, a %-ory comely 
youii;; woman, who was readily en- 
gaged for a place. From the bogin- 
uiug of their acciuaintnnco Jilz, \vbo is 
a married man, was favourably impres- 
sed, and, it is said, openly expresed to 
third parties his strong lilting. Tho 
girl's attorney, llr. Charles P. Jolia- 
B on, claims to have Jilx'a letters to the 
girl promising to marry her as soon as 
he should be able to get rid of his 
t fprflpwat wife. , ^N' 

^hen this suit was Segun, Mr. Jilz 
sent to the various newspapers a card 
denying in tolo the charges, asking 
for a suspension of public judgomnt, 
and intimating that ho was the victim 
of the blackmailing conspirnc}-. 
^i'x^he letters above referred to would 
seem to give some weigiit to tho young 
lady's i^resent statement of her most 
recent rol£\tiou3 vv-iih Jilz, who, she 
ulaims, recommenced advances toward 
her before she had bean, taken from 
his house by bev mother. 

The moat siugulm' feature of tho 
ci\ae is that tho girl was brought to 
premature confinemenb Friday night. 
Her brother, who resided at home, 
and was, of course, cognizant of tho 
earlier i(S|ktur6« ofYthe,. . cas^,, ;appears 
never to Save mistrusted the whole 
truth. When iufonued that night of 
the cause of his eister's sudden illness 
ho was terribly all'ected, and prompt- 
ly made up his mind to do what ho 
had several times ijrevioualy threaten- 
ed. Withoutra word of explanation 
he drew a revolver out of the pocket of 
^ friend who was in thp hoi^y^i 
%ent straight to Jilz's residence. 

Tho night had worn away an.d it was 
early morning— after live o'clock— 
when he -reached the place and rang 
the bell. When the door was opened 
by the niece of Jilz, young Shane 
■ pushed his way into the hall and sent 
Word to Jilz that ho must see him. 
Jilz came down armed, and evidently 
expecting tho trouble that was to fol- 
low. Ho paused ou the lowest step 
of the stairway and gave au insulting 
denial to the hot charges of the youth, 
who accused him of a bister's ruin. 
. Miss Grileu, tho young lady who had 
' admitted Shane to tho houso, ou see- 
ing that trouble wim brewing had 
started for her room, but pauyiug on 
tho landing above with a woman's 
instinctive desire to know what ifc was 
5II about, became a witness to tho 
struggle which followed. 

Yoiiug Shane drew a revolver and 
fired at Jilz, who was not more than 
three feet away from him. Jilz gra; - 
pled tho youth, nt tho same time lUing 
\jppq him. They wtruggled together 
fiercely, and Jilz tired another shot, 
which appears to have settled tho 
fight, as young Shane tried to run up 
st'airs. A third sh jL from Jilz's ro- 
Yolvev stretched him on tho atairH.and 
. ftjipurth bullet set at ,rest jiny doubt 
that might hiiVe 'existed as to th'^ 

- ^".possibility of his rrcovery. Jilz had 
■ •-received a dangerous shot wound from 

* "'ft small calil)ro bullet, which had ap- 
parently penetrated tho left lung. 
His youthful assailant wan literally 
riddled with bullets, all four shots 
having?' taken J effect. He hud only 
:been able to lire one well-aimed shnt. 
Ho was au only son, and was seven - 
teen years of ago. Ho had felt deep- 
ly his sistor'.q disgrai'c, and had long 
Binco declared that tho only course to 
pursue was to kill her betrayer. Jilz 
iiM desperately wounded, but may ro 

- cover. 

V Jilz is a man of considerable prop- 
prty, and yesterday nftornoon added 
some provisions to a will mado some 
timo since. Ho is an airable, foppish 
•"•'nii(r(,''tendll«fi'a housefall of women, 
'wfeo oltum.'/tb ;hft.^*irk8,. jreUtives, etc. 
'Tiio'O appeared to befiix'wonafdn dwell- 



ing in the house in addition to the 
regular force of servants of the house- 
hold and Mrs. Jilz. There was a 
singular air of inexplicability attend- 
ing the movements^ and apparent ro 
lations of thdse various parties. A 
Miss Nora Giles stated at tho inquest 
that she was a niece of Jilz, but 
spelled her name Giles. She at first 
testiliod, also, that he was an unmar- 
ried man, but afterwards, after having 
talked with some of the other women, 
came back and told the coronef-her 
undo was married. This would seem 
to be true, as there is a sickly wo- 
man occupying nn uucnrpeted, plainly 
furnished room in the third story of 
the houso who claims to bo Mrs. jilz. 

There was an almost universal ex- 
pression of sympathy and regret for 
the sad fate of tho poor boy who had 
gone upon such a luckless errand. A 
post-mortem examination was made 
upon his body. One bullet had en- 
tered his breast about two inches to 
tho loft of tho right nipple, penetra- 
ting the lung. This was probably the 
first shot llrod by Jilz. Two other 
balls had entered tho loft side close 
together about the tenth rib, one 
ranging upward and the other down- 
war^. The fourth shot was near tho 
centre of the lumbar region of the 
back. From Jilz s own statement it 
seems as soon as Shane fired Jilz 
seized his hand, preventing him from 
firing again, at tho same time giving 
him the shots in the side from his own 
revolver. The last shot was fired at 
the boy as he lay holpleas on the 
stairs, face downward. 

Jilz was attended by several phy- 
sicians. He must bo in a very critical 
condition, as the doctor informed Cap- 
tain Fox yesterday that pneumonia 
and a little inflamation of the lungs 
had already set in. 

It is understood that Jilz now makes 
no denial of tho seduction of young 
Shane's sister notwithstanding tho 
card he pubhshed, but contents hira- 
B^f with try ing- to blacken; h^ qbarac- 
(Sr. 'Shane'8"remain8''win beltaten to 
Cincinnati for burial.

PltnTTjEOR. 

Mr. Fiflber rose to a question of privi- 
lege. He iiad bi-eu reported in the 
. S/andard of' Saturday last lo have said in 
the debate on the tax tuU tbat Ganu'dtt had 
ropijdiatcd. The rep'^tnlso s'atod that the 
Btatoiuout waH followed by gronuHand No! 
No ! Ho doiired to pay most emphatic illy 
ho had made uo such statement, but hml 
on the conirury said that Cunudii had 
neter repudiated but bud set in this 
respect a good example to other nutiuua. 
He wonld reiterate that Canada as a na- 
tion had never repudiated, although bo 
was aware that certain Canadianu had. 
(Hear, hear.) 

THE KAHiWAY QUn.STION. 

Hon. Mr. Eiliutt .said -[ beg to ao- 
qnaint tho House that it i.s the intention

r Mr, Heaven on behalf of the select 
committee on jirivato bills reported that 
application had been made for tho intro- 
duction of a bill relative to the Methodist 
.Chuxoh. 

GOLD MTNINO BIIiTj. 

Mr. Walkom moved tho adoption of the 
report on this bill. Carried. 

Tho bill wu.'i then read a tliird time and 
passed. 

THE PliOrKUTY TAX DILL. 

The House resumed consideration of 
this bill in committee — Mr. Bryden in the 

chair. 

Mr. Williams wonld suggest that a 
clause bo insortod to tax tho Chinese ped- 
dler. 

Jlon. Jlr. Elliott said that it was tbo in- 
tention of tho government to amend tho 
License Bill which would have the d(;=ired 
effect. (Hear, hear.) 

Ditioutsion was resumed at clnusti Id 
describing tho wild hind tax — 5 oentH per 
a(!re on all unoccupied land. 

The words '•unoccupifd lands," the act 
Hays, "shall mean land on which tluiru 
Bliall bo uo continuous bona lido persnnal 
residence of the owner, his agont (not 
being an Indian) , or family, respectively, 
for tho Hoace of two mouths immediately 
previously to making out the Boll as hero- 
iiiafier provided." 

Hon. niembt>r.s diflerod ns to tbo con- 
Htructidii to put on the term '■iinocoupied 
lands" and on niotiun the chiuao waa laid 
"fS-ovor for amend nient, it.^lso being deemed 
' "'■ 'aifficuU to dpfiiH^ tho interpretation of the 
word "roBidoneo." 

TIIE BISTnifTS. 

Clause 11 divides tho Province into 
oi^Et diattiotp for tbo purposes of the bill; 
.Victoria, including the city and districtof 
Victoria, Lako, North and Houth .Snaoioh, 
E.s<iuiinall, Highland and Kool;o. Na- 
nftinio, incdudiny the KMuaiiidor of Van- 
couver Island and Ihlunds adjacent thero- 
to, Cassiar Di.striot, which includes nil 
that tract of land bounded on the South 
- by the 54th parallel of North latitude; on 
the East, by the western boundary of tho 
Electoral District of Cariboo; on tho 
North, by tho CiOih jiaralhd of North lati- 
tude, tho northern boundary of tho Prov- 
ineo; and on tho West, by Alaska Terri- 
tory and tho Pacillc (.)<;oan, includioy the 
Islands to tho northward of the &lth par* 
allel of ^North' latitddei. Distriot uf YM, 
'^'^rMoIliDOlvderx^htr'Sleotoi^l District of 
jltkle (imd Lilloo«tr Di^triot of Oariboo 



Cariboo, up to the B4th degree of north 
latitude. District of Kootonoy, which in- 
cludes the Eloctorai District of Kootonay. 
District of Ominocn, which comprises all 
the remainder of tlio Province north of 
tho Sith dogreo of north bititndo. 

All islands and parts of islunds not be- 
foro-meutioned adjacent to either of tho 
above districts in Vaucouvor Island, shall 
be included in tho districts which aro 
nearest to thoEo islands respectively. 
Oatriod.;" 

ClftUBO 12. providing for tho appoint- 
ment of Assessors and Colloctors by llio 
Qovorumont, passed. 

The next VI clauses defining the duties 
of those oflioors and giving detailed in- 
strnotiuns as to the eompillation of aa- 
sessment roils passed without debate. 

Clause 25 denning non-resident lands 
passed, and tho following sixteen olansoa 
detailing tho nmnnor of assessing person- 
al property jjivasoJ without amondmont. 

Tho fine imijosable ou any person wil- 
fully returning a mistatemsnt to the as- 
sosaor was fixed at "not exceeding SlOO" 
for every such ofTonoo. 

Clauses from M to Sl,con8titutiDg Courts 
of appoal and revision, Clauses 52 and 5B 
describing tho manner of collection of 
rates, and ClauBOs 15 to G(> defiuiug tbo 
duties of colloctors, passed and tho Com- 
mittee rose and reported prograis, and 
asked leave to sit again. 

VICTORlA-EBQUIMAIiT KAIIiWAT CO. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott gave notico of tho in- 
troduction of a bill to amend the existing 
one relative to this company; also of bill 
roUtive to property of tke Methodist 

Church. 

THE ESTIMATKS. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys mado tbo usual 
formal notice that he would to-morrow 
movo the House into Committee for tbo 

gurpose of oouiidering that portion of 
Aa Excelleocy's speech relating to ways 
and means. (Hear bear.) 



AFTER BECESS. 

PHOrEKTY TAX nlL,!,. 

In Oommittoo. Clause (57 deolaros no- 
crued taios on laou a special Imn without 
registration. Passed. 

Clause G8 provides that the Chief Com 
missionerof Lands and Works shall fur- 
nish the assessors with land lists. Pass- 
ed. 

Clauses from GO to 11} relating to tho 
duties of as.scj-.sors, tho mode of colloolion 
of tuxes, details of general process by 
slierilTs in oascH of di.itrewH, necessity of 
advertising sale of lauds in a public news- 
paper, fees of BheriiT, responsibility of of- 
iicers, furnishing of sureties, penalty for 
fraudulent assoasment and collection, pen- 
alty for defacing advertisement or notice, 
etc., passed without material amendment. 

Mr. Heaven then moved to insert a 
clause which ho hoped tho Government 
would approve of. Tho clause ho alluded 
to was one which wonld preveat the bill 
from operating ia any Municipality where 
property was subject to taxes similar to 
those imposed by thia bill. (Ob t ifkod loud 
laughter.) Mr. BeaT^n aaid.Ji.exdid not 
know what hon. gentlemen Tr^^re^Bnghing 
at but this system of duplicate taxation 
WJJB very serious. 

Mr. Finher said Mr. Boaven's idea was 
porfdotly Hublimo, (laughter,) but it was 
a little lootrannparunt to be entertained 
by the House for a moment. (Hear hear. ) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott s:»id that it should bo 
borne in miud that Municijial taios are 
devoted to Municipal improvemnnt.s. Tho 
city of Victoria for iu.st.»ni'.o enjoyed good 
streets, gas lamp'i, water service, and ^a 
variety of other benolits which are not (i^- 
joyed outside of Municipalities. 

Mr. Ai.h denounced the bill both in 
principle and effect. He said it wonld 
have tuo effect of depopulating the city 
and depreciating real eatato. (Laugh- 
ter. ) Ho was 8orry to seo some pers.ins 
witiiout any Lirgo amount of property so 
anxious to tax thosowho were tha maia- 
Btay of the country. He thought the pro- 
posed clauea a good one aiod wodld siip- 
port it. 

Mr. Fisher said tliat Mr. Beaven's ar- 
gument might just as well apply to tho 
StJitcB a.s hero. Tho St:iteH might as well 
claim exemption from cautrihution to the 
general government taxation because each 
State had separate t^xes of its own. (Hear 
hear.) 

Mr. Mara was surprised to hear Dr. Ash 

supporting the proposed amondmont. 
Ho did not suppose for a moment tho 
cliiuHa would bu adopted, as thoro surely 
wera only two or three hon members in 
the Houi<o who would supjiort anything 
so absurd. (Hear hear.) 

Mr. Beaven replied' assorting that tho 
Bill would crush out Municipalities and 
retiud their improvements, because they 
would bo compelled to lower their own 
rat<?rt of taxation. 

Mr. Evans did not think that there was 
ouy desiro in tho Bill to crush out muni- 
cipal institutions and although he had 
opposed the Bill he had not done so be- 
caupo of anj impression of that sort on 
his mind (hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Fisher pointed nut that tho Muni- 
cipality of Victoria collected and oxpond- 
ed her liquor liconHos as a munioipality 
which ot II or wise would be paid into the 
Provincial Treasury. 

Mr. Walkem did not propose to give a 
silent vote on tho question; but bo had 
ma le up his mind direct y he heard tlip 
chuiHcfi road to oppose it, and his hon. 
fiinnd ou hiH loft (Mr. Beaveri) had not 
persuaded him that tho clauno was worthy 
his support (hear). Thoro was not a sin 
glo dollar laid out by tho Oovornmont 
which did not directly ben;'fit Victoria 
whoro tho pooplo and money cODtrod(hear 
hear.) 

Mr. Evans paid that last year Victoria 
only paid 8i0 towards rowls nud ro- 
cciCed some iS20,tilO. 

After a brief discussion the question 
was put and the clause was rejected. 

Mr. Beavob called for names .«hioh are 
as follows:

Mr. Smith moved the Honse into Oom- 
mitteo on this important quostiou, — Mr. 
Vowell in tiie Chair. 

Mr. Smiih moved that wherea.n by tho 
ac(!ond sub-section of tho B. N. A. Act 
this Hoiiso had newer to raise direct taxa- 
tion within the Province iu order to raiso 
a rov'endb';' therefore, bo it resolved, that 
this Committee is of opinion that it i.s ox- 
pediont to imnose a lax of .$25 per annum 
on every m do male over 18 yeara of ai:o 
residing i.u this Provinoo and wearing a 
plaited Ulil i.r queue atiaohed to his hoad. 

Mr. Sraitho moved iu amoudmont that 
the preamble be struck out. 

Mr. Smith— I only ineerted it to show 
that the British North America Act gives 
the Houho powor to impose a tax of thin 
nature. 

Mr. Smitho suid that might be tho case, 
but it was no conolusivo argumout in fav- 
or of tho t)ix or resolution. 

Mr. Smith — Well, strike out tho pre- 
amble. 

Dr. Tolmie movod to refer the question 
to a comuiitteo of throe to investigate the 
Chinese immigration nud report there- 
on, with a view to obtainini.: tho iulcrvon- 
tioi! of higher powers, tho Dominion and 
liiqierial Clovernments; tho oommittoo to 
consist of Messrs. Smitho, Boavon and 
Tolmie. 

Mr. Bcavou said that a committee only 
mcaut a shelving of the matter. It was 
too late in tho sos^ion for a committee to 

work; besides tho intervention of the Im- 
perial Ooveriimcnt could not bo obtained 
for two or thn.'e years. 

!Mr. Fisher said tho question was sim- 
ply whether the resoLdion desired to 
raise revenue or kooj) tho Ch'namun out 
of tho country. If tiie tax aimed at tho 
latter object the matter was to ascertain 
what will tho amount of tax to put on a 
tail, wholluu' jiigtail, swallow-tail, plaited- 
tail or nueuo. If .^25 would not keep 
tlie Uhinainen out, uiake' it .^50; it .350 
was not enough, rai.se it to ^?10(). But lie 
feared it wiuild lie a v<M-y diHicult inatt«r 
to impose a tax sullioiently high. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys s.ud that tho 
question appeared to bo re idling an ab- 
surd dim ix. Out-i le of tho principle of 
taxation it v.is hi-jhiy important that in 
tho iulore-t-i of every class of labor 
Ohinosa immigration should be Bttppod, 
for competil on with tue Mongolian nco 
wa< not only injurious uud impoverishing 
to the white man but it ' wa4 thoroiighly 
demoralizing, and so flooded was tbo coun- 
try becoming with Cnin(>so 1 ibor that fow 
p.irouts (le^rod i_>r we're able to find occu- 
pations for their .sfiii.s and daughter.^.

San FiiANorsoo.May 5.— Tho Zealendia, 
tho first of the British atoamors to run on 
tho mail line to Australia, arrived to-day, 
having among hor passengers A. W. Coe, 
the former American commercial agent ot 
Samoa, and Steinberger'a brother. They 
state that after tho dethronement of Mul- 
ie'o by tho natives on account of deposing 
Stoinberger as premier, Capt. Stevens, 
eoniiuunding the British steamer Barra- 
coota, landed with a force of marines and 
wont to tho council house when tho legis- 
lature was assembled with intent to on- 
Ihrono Maliotoa. Tho chiefs ordered the 
native guard to take position in tho vicin- 
ity of tho council house. Stevens ordered 
his marines to disarm the natives. The 
guard resisted, and a' fight ensued, in 
which four marines were killed and eight 
mortally wounded. Three natives were 
killed and live -slightly wounded. Tho 
KativoH wore in Huflicient force to have ox- 
terminated tho marines had they wished; 
but were restrained by (ho chiefs who 
told Steven • they had no desire to light, 
but. would enforce^. th'eit rfg^ts, Stev/sns 
took his wounded on board the fearracou- 
ta, liindod with artillery, throw up breiitt 
works, and kept guard behind tliom four- 
teen days, but no further domonstrationi 
were made by the natives. They then re- 
turned to the Barraoouta, taking three 
chiefs as hostages. In the meantime the 
British steamer Sapphire anived and iho 
chiefs were transferred to her and tho 
Barracouta sailed for the Fiji l8land8,tak 
ing Stoinbarger, his brother and Coo. who 
was carried oway simply for his loyalty to 
tho native govorninent. The prisoners 
lauded at Fiji, and the Barraoouta ordered 
to Auckland, presumably for the purpose 
of hnving tho acts of her captiiia inyesti- 
gated. Steinberger went also to confront 
him and demand patidfaction for tho out- 
r igo perpetrated on him. At tho timo of 
leaviuif Samoa, the Tiiscarora would bo 
duo in ten diiyH. Foster, tho American 
c )n-.ul, acted throughout tho troublo in 
harmony with tho British. Coe and Stein- 
bercor also roilerato tho statomont that 
tho main troulilo arises from the machina- 
tion of the English missionarios, whose 
profits wore impaired by the regulations 
introduced by Steinberger; also by tha 
opposition of Beach Combers, Sydney 
Ducka A Co., who disliked his interfer- 
ence with their liqnor soiling and other 
pursuits.
